In the absence of President Stewart in Ottawa, I have 
the honour to inform you that it is the unanimous decision 
of the Committee on the University’s National Award in 
Music that the Award for 1956 be offered to you. 

The three National Awards in Letters, in Music and in 
Painting and Related Arts were established in 1951 to 
recognize outstanding service through contributions made 
in Canada, over a period of years, in each of these fields. 
The Selection Committee in the case of the Award in Music 
is composed of a chairman nominated by the University and of 
two members representative of the Canadian Music Council.

the public in this way? It would be very much appreciated 
if a photograph could be included.
